LONG DAYS IN THE LAXD. 


The descendants of the eldeet son of 
William Chandler of Roxbury were re- 
markably unlike those of his brother 
William in regard to longevity. Fewer 
inter-marriages, and perhaps the New 
Hampshire, Vermont and northern 
New York mountain country, where so 
many of the emigrants trom Thomas’s 
line are still to be found, had much to 
do with this advantage. J have not an 
instance to recall of a seaman or a 
shoreman among them. 

Thomas was also a blacksmith, which 
meant iron-worker in those days. Miss 
Bailey thinks the first works were on 
our Shawshin near Marland’s Mills, as 
early as 1689. At any rate, our rotten 
bog ore would hardly pay now for 1n- 
vestment. The business had been 
transported to Amesbury on Powow 
Falls, at Thomas’s death in 1703, and 
his sons retained an interest there until 
1718, one of them, Joseph, removing 
there after the family was well started. 
I do not know yet where the elder 
Thomas had his homestead, but think 
it was west of the Shawshin. His son 
*William, who emigrated towards 
Chelmsford, is skipped in the will be- 
cause he sold his land gift to William 
Foster of Boxford, weaver. The grand- 
children, however, receive liberal por- 
tions, which they proceed to transfer 
on coming of age to Phelps cousins, 
and the Foster farmhouse, which was 
moved over here from West Parish, 
may have a bit belonging to the old 
Chandler place of *William. Ensign 
and Representative *I'homas served the 
towao asa man of influence. Miss Bail- 
ey gives on page 207 at length, some 
“Kodaks” of complaint in regard to 
the neighbor Ty’er who was a plain 
spoker man, but on the whole, Hannah 
Brewer, who outlived Thomas fourteen 
years, dying at eighty-seven, must have 
had a much easier lot than her sister. 
in-law down at the tavern. Henry kept 
her supply of wood piled in her wood 
box, saved the stores of grain and malt 
and paid with his brothers the annuity 
from the iron-works, and just as soon 
as her two cows had been given away 
“to whom she chose,” he gives up the 
whole plant here, the honors of tithing 
man, pound keeper and ensign, sells, 
probably to a brother, and buys with 
his £700 about seventeen hundred acres 
inEnfield,Conn. There with Lydia Ab- 
bott, we find him with twelve of ‘his 
thirteen children in 1723. In 1739, 
they were both at rest, leaving ninety- 
nine grandchildren to finish their work 
there. We ought to have a large Chand- 
ler delegation from Connecticut. *Hen- 
ry was old enough to secure in Andov- 
er Hannah Foster for a companion, but 
the rest went up and down the Con- 
necticut valley for wives. ‘Heury’s 
wife was left wiih a large estate and 
only ‘“‘one desperate debt of 40 shill- 
ings.’? Asher four children were un- 
der twelve, she married ina year, re- 
taining a good income of the thirds for 
life. One of her sons went to Lake 
George to lie beside his Andover cous- 
ius. One of the race died “melancholy” 
at twenty-nine from over-work, but in 
all this great Chandler story I find only 
one suicide, showing what a brave race 
they are, for they always seem to be 
wrestling with fate. 

“Tryphena Rumrill Bliss married 
Bilbad Rumrill.” Colton, Pease, Booth 
are the names yoked to these Andover 
maidens. Some turned Shakers of re- 
nown, sowe fought at fifteen in the 
Revolution — got “blowed up” in ar- 
mory work; and one died in old age of 
measles. One gentle daughter died 
just as her wedding finery was ready, 
and later on down the line came a 
young grandson who went in the 
French War after his house and saw- 
mill and “‘blue clothes with red linings” 
were all bought to begin a new family. 


‘One.man made the best. whips and 


peddied them.:all over the country, an- 
other.was a great slaughterer and pack- 
er of domestic renown. Another wrote 
off from the Town Records all the fam- 
iliés in order in two volumes. Bless 
his heart! 

Chloe Chandler moved back to South 
Hadley with Israel Smith, sent her 
Chloe to Brattleboro to help Rutherford 
Hayes heep tavern. One of the boys 
married Lucy Burchard and so Ruther- 
ford Burchard Hayes President of U. &. 
A.,can claim an Andover ancestor. 
Another Vermont Chandler in ‘Henry’s 
line broke the record forluck. He hada 
son Henry who built a road from Troy 
to Bennington, Vt., so well, that they 
kept him busy till fifty, his last work 
being on the Detroit and Milwaukee 
R. R. He had no time for marrying, 
and his old father at seventy-seven got 
his $98,000. 

*William, who tried the Chelmsford 
rocks, missed it somehow. Elinor 
Phelps must have been a sturdy, loyal‘ 
woman. Her ‘Elinor Chandler, only 
ten when she left town, owned land 


“here longer than any of her race, but 


finally joined Seth Walker in an excur- 
sion to Charlestown, N.H. His grave- 
atone bears the motto “Strength and 
heart fail,’’ Elinor, small but mighty, 


going first at seventy-five. ‘She could 
set barrels of cider into a cart as fast 
as aman could roll them up to her.” 
Her brother, ‘William’s line, finally 
went over into Westford on a farm: 
given up by a relative in *Thomas’s line. 
It lay just north of Flushing Pond, two 
miles north of Westford Station. When 
‘William, a boy of fourteen, plead with 
his father not to undertake this “rocky 
venture,’’ he did not know tnat he was 
to work there with small aeturns for 
nearly seventy years. The children 
went north, were stone cutters in Law-, 
rence, miners in Nevada, had towns 
named for them in -arable Iowa, but 
something drew some of them back to 
the old granite quarries. Young Caro- 
line tried carpet weaving and when she 
joined forces in Lowell with James 
Miller, the bedstead maker, the old 
farm drew them back, and our bicycle 
wanderers to Westford would do us all 
a favor, if they would call for Frank 
Chandler Miller, now thirty-thiea if 
living, and invite him to see the old es- 
tates here in May. 

The story of *Capt. Joseph’s children 
is that of Concord, N. H.. Sara came 
back to Andover as the wife of John 
Russell. The rest made for the Andov- 
er settlement at Pennacook, some stop- 
ping with the Jones and Kimball clans 
in Hopkinton. There are a good many 
old French war guns saved up among 
them. They still tell of ‘Isaac’s ten- 
year-old Mary, milking cows when “In- 
dians”’ was cried, and taking with one 
bound a five-rail fence on her way to 
the fort. She was good for eighty-four 
years. An unlucky boy of ten got 
buried in the sand bank while doddlir g 
about fetching sand for the floors. 
‘Joseph down at Amesbury worked 
awhile over the trip-hammer at Powow 
Falls, that knocked all his front teeth 
out, though he sang sweetly in spite of 
it. The Whittiers, Mooars and Far- 
ringtons from Andover pick up the 
Chandler girls as they ream north. As 
late as 1765, Moses Chandler was a 
blacksmith without heirs in old Ames- 
bury. Not a Chandler of. these thrive 
sons, William, Henry and Joseph, in 
the male descent remain here.

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ANEW AMERICAN ROSE. 


Mrs. Pierpont Morgan One of the Most 
Distinct of Modern Roses. 

The fact that Mrs. Pierpont Morgan 
is of American origin is worthy of spe- 
cial note, as hitherto almost all of the 
best known varieties of roses have been 
of French origin, with more recently a 
few grown by careful hybridizing in 
the nurseries of one or two English 
growers. The rose, like the chrysanthe- 
mum and other much cultivated flow- 
ers, has a strong tendency to ‘‘sport’’— 
that is to say, it is likley, from some 

cause, to develop in one spe- 
cial bud some feature which has never 
before been seen in the variety. It may 
be a new form of growth in some spe- 
sial part, or perhaps, and most com- 
monly, a distinct coloring. It is to such 
a sport that we owe the possession of 
the Mrs. Pierpont Morgan rose, says 
American Agriculturist, which describes 
it as perhaps the most distinct rose of 
modern introduction. The authority 
quoted says: 

The parent of this variety is the well 
known and deservedly popular Mme. 
Cusin, and its relationship is patent to 
any one acquainted with both, but the 
newcomer differs in several respects. Its 
color, a clear bright cerise, with a trace 
of pale yellow at the base of each petal, 
is more decided and heavier than that 
of Mme. Cusin. In general growth 
greater Vigor is displayed, and the in- 
dividual blooms attain a size of from 
four to five inches across, on the aver- 
age, with petals of good substance and 
well scented, which latter cannot be 
said for all recent introductions. All 
these points, together with the good 
length of stem attainable, assist to place 
this rose in the front rank of popular 
sorts, and indeed it is already being 
largely grown for the cut flower trade 
in New York and elsewhere. 

This variety belongs to the tea scent- 
ed section and is of easy cultivation by 
ordinary methods, but of course is not 
hardy out of doors in the north any 
more than any other teas. It blooms 
freely, and last, but not least, the color 
is one that shows up well under an 
artificial light. 


The P. Barry Pear.

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SERIOUS ACCIDENT. 


John C. Hovey Thrown from His Wagon 
and Badly Injured. 


About the middle of last Saturday fore- 
noon, John C. Hovey, a farmer residing 
in Scotland District, met with a serious 
accident by being thrown f:om his wagon.

SKULL FRACTURED. 


Unknown Man Injured on Boston & Maine 
Railroad near Ballardvale. 


An unknown man was badly injured 
last night on the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road between Andover and Ballardvale. 
The engineer of the 10.24 train sent word 
to Chief of Police Mears that he had 
noticed what looked like a man lying 
across the rails of the track about half a 
mile this side of Ballardvale. 

The chief immediately drove to the 
place and there found a man with his 
head on a sleeper and in an unconscious 
condition. He was placed in the team 
and taken to Andover were his wounds 
were examined by Dr. Abbott. He bound 
up his head and ordered his removal to 
the Lawrence Hospital. Here Medical 
Examiner Howe made a thorough exam- 
ination of the man’s injuries. There was 
a gash across the left side of the for: head, 
some three inches long, and his right 
wrist was also hurt. It was Dr. Howe's 
opinion that the skull was fractured and 
that the man would probably die. 

He was a man about 45 years old and 
weighed 150 pouhds. He was dressed in 
dark trouseis, black overcoat and dark 
vest and wore a pair of patent leather 
shots and derby hat. There was noth- 
ing by which he could be identified. 

Just how the accident happened is not 
known. From appearances it would 
seem as if he either attempted to board 
or leave a train and had been struck 
on the head and thrown across to the 
other track. 


Demonstration in Cooking. 


The second of aseries of cooking les- 
sons was given in the parish house of 
Christ Church on last Wednesday even- 
ing, where the same company assembled 
as on the previvus week, with the pleas- 
ant addition of several new faces.

While these were being en 
joyed, the lecturer explained the nutritive 
quality of chocolate. 

The next demonstration will be given 
on Wedtesday evening April 1, at-half- 
past seveno’clock. Subjects: The prep- 
aration of bread dough and its conversion 
into various and attractive forms; Swed- 
ish rolls, etc. Also another class of des- 
serts will be given with méringues.

No, it cannot be! Our men have not 
ft the field. They have beaten the

tion. But why do I not hear the sound 
of voices or the crackling of fire? But 
then Tam so weak that I am not able 
to strain my ears. Surely they are here.

silent around me. The moon has a 
mournful expression on her round face. 
I remember the bright buttons. ‘‘If he 
were alive, he would have heard my 
call. He is dead. Is he ours or a Tork? 
Oh, God, if it were not, all the same!"’ 
And sleep closes my weary eyes. 

Iam lying with shut eyes, although 
ITawoke long ago. Through tho thick 
branches of the hawthorn I fvel the heut 
of the sun, and Ido not care to open 
them. It is better not to move at all. 
Yesterday—was it yesterday?—I was 
wounded. One day has passed, other: 
will pass, and I shall die. How good it 
would be not to think, but this is im- 
possible. Thoughts and remembrances 
come to my mind and besides it wiil 
soon’ be over. They will publish that our 
losses were of noconsequence. ‘‘ Wounc- 
ed, so many; killed, Ivanoff, a private 
from the volunteers.’’ Perhaps they will 
not put the name. Simply, ‘Killed, 
one.’’ A private! As if they would say 
“6a dog. ” 

It was long ago. All my life—that is, 
the life wken I was not lying here— 
seems so long ago. I walked in the 
street, where I saw a crowd of people 
looking at something white, covercd 
with blood. It was a pretty little dog, 
which had been killed by the tramway. 
A man came and carried it away. 

Will they carry me away too? Or 
shall I remain here to die? How swest 
life seems to'me! When I saw the littie 
dog that day, I had felt happy. Re- 
membrance, why do you torture me? 
The past happiness; the present misery. 
Homesickness, thou art worse than all 
the wounds! 

It is growing warm, the sun is burn- 
ing. 1 open my eyes and I see the same 
bushes, the same sky, but in broad day- 
light. And there is my neighbor. Yes, 
it is a dead Turk. What a giant! I re- 
member him; he is the same I killed. 
Why did I kill him? Why did he come 
here? Who is he? Like myself, he may 
have an old mother looking out for him. 
And I? And I also. Yes, I should like 
to change with him. He does not hear; 
he does not feel the pain in his wounds, 
anguish or thirst. The bayonet pierced 
his heart right through. 

There is a great black hole in his 
uniform. This was done by me. - I did 
not want to doit. Idid not wish to 
harm anybody when I went to the war. 
I did not expect to kill people. I had 
thought more of exposing my own 
breast to the enemy’s balls. And then? 
Fool, fool! And this wretched fellah 
(he wears the Egyptian uniform), his 
fault it was still less. He had never 
heard of Russia or Bulgaria. He was 
told to go, and he went. We attacked, 
he defended himself. Where is his fault, 
and why did I kill him? Why does 
thirst torture me? Who knows what 
that means? Even when we marched 
through Roumelia, under a glaring 
tropical sun, I did not feel the thirst as 
I feel it now. Oh, if some one would 
but come! 

Good heavens! In his great flask 
there may still be some water, but how 
to reach it? It will cost me agonies, 
but I must try. I begin tocrawl. My 
feet drag. My weakened hands are hard- 
ly able to move the lifeless body. There 
are bat. a few steps tothe dead body, 
but for me the distance seems endless. 
I must. My throat is parched and burns 
like fire. I should die soon without 
water, but I go on. Every movement 
is agony. I scream—I scream with sobs. 
At last I reach the flask. There is wa- 
ter enough to last me until] Idie. He 
whom I have killed saves me now. I 
try to open the flask, but the effort is 
too great. I lose balance and fall right 
on the body of the dead Turk. I could 
smell the odor of decay. I took a long 
draft. The water was warm, but fresh, 
and would last me several] days. I had 
read somewhere that a man could live a 
week without food if he had water. 
What if I lived several days longer? 
Our men are gone, the Bulgarians dis- 
persed. There are noroads. Die I must, 
but instead of three days’ suffering I 
shall suffer a week.

Near my 
neighbor lies his gun. I have but to 
stretch ont my arm. One moment and 
allis finished. Shall I do it, or shall I 
wait? Deliverance or death? No, I shall 
have courage. I shall] struggle on to the 
last. If they find me, I am saved. Per- 
haps my bones are not touched, and then 
they will care me. I shall once more eee 
my home,. mother and Mary. 

O Lord, never let them know the 
truth! Let them think that I was killed 
at once. 

I am beginning to feel dizzy. My 
visit to my neighbor has entirely ex- 
hausted me. He is growing black and 
beginning to decay. What will become 
of him later? I can hardly bear the odor, 
and Iam not able to move. The sun 
acorches my face and my hands. Noth- 
ing to cover me. If night would but 
come! This will be the second, I think. 

My thoughts are growing confused. 

I must have slept long, for when I 
awoke it was night. My condition is the 
same.

Mourder—murderer! And who? I! 

When I longed to join the army, my 
mother and sister did not keep me back, 
although they grieved deeply. I was 
sorry for them, but, blinded, I refused 
to see their tears. I did not understand 
how much I burt them. Now I do. 

If I could but bring back the past! 
How strange my conduct seemed to our 
friends.

There is one little place 
like a window which enables me to see 
in the distance. There seems to be the 
little brook where we quenched our 
thirst in the battle, and there is the big 
stone which was our bridge across the 
brook, They will surely come this way! 

My hearing has grown so weak that I 
cannot distinguish the language which 
they talk. Lord! if they should be ours! 
I shall call out! They will hear me 
from the brook. Why does it take them 
so long? Impatience tc-‘tures me. I do 
not even notice the odor, although it is 
increasing, and suddenly Cossacks ap- 
pear on the other side uf the brook.

MWKINLEY AHEAD. 


Figures Thus Far Show Him 
To Be Favorite. 


Gains Votes In the Northwest by With- 
drawal of Davis—Friends of Other Can- 
didates, However, Have Not Lost Hope. 


| WASHINGTON, May 26.—A canvass of the 
strength of presidential candidates has 
been made, showing the streneth of each 
aspirant by states that have elected dele- 
gates. It demonstrates beyond a doubt 


that the swelling tide surges toward Mc- 
Kinley. 


- The result of this latest polling shows. 


that 48 states and territories will vote on 
the first ballot at St. Louis as follows: 

McKinley. 24; Reed, 4; Morton, 1; Cam- 
eron, 2; Allison, 2; uncertain, 8; divided, 2. 

To this must be added to McKinley six 
votes from Alabama and five from Wash- 
ington. Itis believed that many of the 
states, after giving a complimentary vote 
to'a favorite son, will swing over to Mc- 
Kinley. 

Senator Davis’ withdrawal from the 
presidential race is the theme of conversa- 
tion at the Capitol. It makes the McKin- 
ley men excessively jubilant, and the 
friends of all-other candidates cannot con- 
ceal their vexation. 

Davis’ withdrawal—if such it can be 
termed, because his candidacy was never 
for one moment regarded seriously—gives 
McKinley 18 additional votes. Had Davis 
kept out of the race and not posed as Min- 
nesota’s favorite son, the chances were the 
delegation would have been evenly divided 
between McKinley and Reed. ; 

Every loyal son of New England wants 
to see Mr. Reed nominated and elected, if 
a Republican is to be the next president, 
but that feeling of loyalty does not blind 
some to the facts as they exist. It is un- 
questionably true that today McKinley 
has a long lead, and itis a lead. formida- 
ble enough to make the other candidates 
feel decidedly nervous. 

It does not follow because McKinley is 
at present well to the front that he can- 
not be overhauled before the close of the 
race, but itis true that the other candi- 
dates must do considerable hustling if 
they expect to pass the Ohio candidate, 

The anti-McKinley managers want to 
do something to stem the anti-McKinley 
tide, but they do not know exactly what. 
They would be: willing to combine on a 
candidate, if they thought such a move 
would result successfully, but the trouble 
is no candidate can be selected to whom 
the strength of any other candidate can be 
transferred. 

It is known that the Reed and Allison 
people are very friendly; either man, fail- 
ing to secure the nomination himself, be- 
ing willing to help the-other at the ex- 
pense of McKinley. But a trade of this 
kind cannot be made, The moment Alii- 
son drops out of the race, Iowa will be 
practically solid for McKinley, and even 
with Allison in the race, there are weak 
spots in the delegation. 

If Reed should attempt to transfer his 
New England strength to Allison, a con- 
siderable portion of it would be absorbed 
by McKinley before the transfer was 
made. It is the same thing in New York 
and Pennsylvania. Platt basall he can 
do to head the state line for Morton, while 
Quay has to fight hard for his-own state. 

There has been some talk about bring- 
ing out Harrison as the compromise can- 
didate, but with his own state already dis- 
posed of in the McKinley column, with 
Platt, Quay, Reed and other big leaders 
against him, it 1s evident that Harrison 
cannot be used to kill off McKinley. 

The opposition’s great hope is that Mo- 
Kinley cannot be nominated on the first 
or second ballot, and if that is so, then 
goodby to McKinley’s chances. 

It is admitted by the McKinleyites that 
this is true, and the opposition will strain 
every nerve to prevent an early nomina- 
tion. What with contests and other 
things, it may be possible to keep the Mc- 
Kinley vote down to somewhere around 
400, and if the opposition can hold together 
McKinley may be defeated, and then will 
come a pretty interesting fight to admin- 
ister on the succession. If McKinley goes 
down, the politicians here believe that he 
will be able to dictate the nominee. 

It is proper to add that Mr. Reed’s ac- 
tive managers, ‘Senator Lodge—Mr. Man- 
ley and Senator Aldrich—express them- 
selves as feeling easy, and believe that 
while McKinley is the leading candidate 
just now, he will not have such a long 
lead when the convention meets, and he 
will fall far short of receiving the nomi- 
nation by acclamation, as some of his en- 
thusiastic supporters profeas to believe.

GENERAL CASEY DEAD. 


He Had Served His Conntry in Many 
Important Capacities, “ 

WASHINGTON, March 26. — Brigadier 

G>neral Thomas Lincoln Casey, U.S. A., 


of the army, died suddenly yesterday 
afternoon, after a sickness of only about 
three hours. The cause of death is sup- 
posed to have been apoplexy. 

General Casey was of New England an- 
cestry, and was born in 1831. He was ap- 
pointed, at large, to the military academy 
in 1813, and was graduatad at the head of 
his class and appointed brevet second 
lieutenant, corps of engineers, in 1852. 
From duty as assistant engineer at Fort 
Monroe, Va., he was ordered. in 1861, to 
that of superintending engineer of the 
defenses and field fortifications upon the 
coast of Maine. In 1964 he was on special 
duty with the North Atlantic squadron in 
the first expedition against Fort Fisher. 
Having passed through the grades of lieu- 
tenant and captain, and reached that of 
major, he was breveted in March, 1866, 
lieutenant colonel and colonel for faithful 
and meritorious service during the war. 

While assistant to the chief engineer, in 
the summer of 187%, he was sent to Europe 
on professional service. He was commis- 
sioned lieutenant colonel in 1874. Later 
he served as superintending engineer of 

ublic buildings and grounds in the 

strict of Columbia. He was placed in 
charge of the Potomac aqueduct, and to 
him was committed tie completion of the 
state, war and navy department buildings, 
of the Washington pational monument, 
the construction of the medical museum 
and library and many other public works. 
On July 6, 1888, he was appointed brigadier 
general and. chief of engineers.
